Close look at America’s condition 


The American Tradition. 


Clarence B. Carson, “The American Tradition,” 
Foundation for Economic Education, Inc., New 
York, 1970, $2. (Books reviewed in this column are 
provided by the BYU Bookstore).

“One of the best books on this subject (of the 
Constitution in the tradition of the founding 
fathers) is Clarence Carson’s “The American 
Tradition.”’—President Ezra Taft Benson of the 
Quorum of the Twelve, BYU devotional assembly 
address, Dec. 10, 1974. : 

“The book comes will recommended...and 
rightfully so. It’s a book that provides readers with 
some concrete ideas on what is good, bad, and ugly 
in this country. 

Carson’s main concern is to anchor the 
Constitution in its historical context. He does this 
by tracing the traditions that led to its creation and 
evolution; and, in doing so, he notes that traditional 
lines are curving—that distortions are developing. “I 
belive that the central American tradtion was one of 
the great achievements of all time,’ says Carson, 
“and that much that was embodied in it was 
timeless. In the last generation, it has been 
distorted, obscured, and forgotten.” 

Throughout this book, Carson blows on the live 
and smoldering coals of the Constitution, hoping to 
revive, restore,and build upon the bed that remains. 

“The major task of restoration is to get men to 
read, understand, and observe the Constitution once 
more,” writes Carson, “to limit and balance the 
powers of state and central governments once again, 
to heed the rhetoric and forms of the tradition.” 

This restoration is to be accomplished through 
educational reform and through the electoral 
process. Carson states that public school history 
texts are apologies for and eulogies to present-day 
America and that they innoculate pupils against an 
understanding of the major tenets of the American 
tradition. He identifies these tenets as the belief in a 
Higher Law, republican government, individualism, 
equality before the law, voluntarism, free economic 
intercourse, and virtue and morality. 

Clarence Carson is a coat-and-tie Thoreau, striking 
at what he fells are the root causés of Constitutional 
distortion. Additionally, Carson hopes to trim the 
massive branches of bureaucracy and shift the trend 
of collectivism to individualsim. “When individuals 
are responsible for their well-being once more,” says 
Carson, thrift, frugality, and industry are almost 
certain to become virtues again.” 


Is America Used Up? 


“Is America Used Up?” by Judith Mara Gutman

An explanation of what happened to the 
American dream comprises Judith Mara Gutman’s 
latest book, “Is America Used Up.” Although 
tainted with an underlying pessimism, the book is 
interesting and thought-provoking. 

The author takes photographs from American 
history to amplify her writing, packing pages with 
pictures of Americans and their lifestyles. The 
photographs alone are worth the price of the book. 

The author explains a lifestyle which may have 
been lost. She gives the idea that there needs to be 
more America in America, but doesn’t supply that 
needed something. 

America and her dreams are discovered by 
Gutman as she unfolds the broad expanse of history 
from 1900 to the 1970’s. Her narrative writing 
moves the reader to the photographs placed 
strategically with her personal outlook of America’s 
past. 

“This book is dedicated to those who shape new 
forms of life. Meager or grotesque doesn’t matter as 
long as they have the sharp raw edges of passion,” 
said Gutman. 

The boldness of Miss Gutman’s writing is 
heightened by the searching questions she asks 
about America’s moral standing. She seeks an 
answer to these difficult questions. 

“Is the strength and expression of America—the 
idea that we can produce and enlarge our central 
notions of freedom, then enlarge them still further 
in spite of our ills—is that idea used up?’ she 
questions. 

Her answers are sparse, she seems to be waiting for 
a reply. ‘‘We’ve lost the belief in what we could 
create, not in what we did create, but the belief in 
our ability to establish a new order of life should we 
want to.” 

In this manner, her thought parallels that of 
Clarence B. Carson. Carson asks many of the same 
questions, but his answers are more definite. He is 
not content to sit and wait for the future of 
America to arrive; restoration of cherished tradition 
is his concern—and that concern is active, not 
passive. 

Carson believes something can be done to improve 
the American condition; he is optimistic. 
Meanwhile, Miss Gutman has the gut feeling that 
America has passed the point of no return in 
traditional ways and means of living. 


Staircase going up

Editors note: ‘The Spiral Staircase” will be shown on Friday night in 
446 MARB, and on Saturday night in The Experimental Theatre, 
(HF AC), by the BYU Film Society. 


Alfred Hitchcock once commented that most of today’s films are 
“photographs of people talking—and that is not cinema.” As a 
proponent of film as a visual medium where stories are told pictorially, 
Hitchcock would undoubtedly enjoy Robert Siodmak’s “The Spiral 
Staircase,” a classic thriller that anticipates, rather than copies, 
Hitchcock. 


Most people will come to this week’s Film Society to see “Duck 
Soup,” which, as the Marx Brothers’ best film, is certainly worthy of 
their interest. “The Spiral Staircase,’ however, may prove to be every 
bit as entertaining. It contains the two most stunning murder sequences 
this reviewer has ever seen in a non-Hitchcock film; it is the most 
frightening film made before 1950 in this country. Above all, from a 
visual standpoint, and in its ability to use all the numerous qualities of 
film marelously, “The Spiral Staircase” could be the greatest American 
film ever made. 


Film has not lived up to its early promise as far as using the whole art 
form is concerned. The most frequently accentuated aspects of film 
today are the script and the acting, just as in live drama. Alfred 
Hitchcock felt any movie that used speech to convey a crucial story 
point was a failure; he understood that a visual representation was far 
more subtle and powerful, regardless of subject matter. Ideally, film 
should make use of its unique ability to transport the spectator with 
the moving camera, giving a smooth flow to the action, and gracefully 
examining every angle of a scene. Film should use editing to create a 
montage of viewpoints, quickly cut together to rhythmically build 
tension. “The Spiral Staircase” would make a good “study” film for 
cinema students in that it incorporates all the preceding factors with 
great accomplishment and effectiveness. 


“The Spiral Staircase” is such a great film on the basis of the points 
outlined above that it hardly matters that its script is no particularly 
strong. All of the important action is seen, not heard, and the main 
character is mute. The film is an example of claustrophobic terror. It 
concerns a large, photogenic house—the very epitome of the cavernous 
homes used in so many mystery films—with dungeons, multiple 
stairways, and dark corners. The principal character, the mute girl 
played by Dorothy McGuire, is shut in by the house and by her 
handicap, and helplessly sees layers of security—the “normal” people 
around her—gradually disappear. The entire film has an aura of horror 
and danger to it—we are made to feel that something terrible is hiding 
in the shadows. 


“The Spiral Staircase” was directed, as mentioned, by Robert 
Siodmak, an immensely talented German director who is just beginning 
to be appreciated. The fact that film historians have taken this long to 
catch up to Siodmak is probably due to his artistic, rather than 
commercial, inclinations. Siodmak’s cameraman, no less important, was 
Nicholas Musaraca, who used low-key lighting to create the forbidding 
atmosphere that envelopes the house. 


There is no finer example of “pure cinema” than “The Spiral 
Staircase.”’ Some of the cornier lines may provoke laughter, but the 
overall power of the film dominates the familiar script. “The Spiral 
Staircase’’ really doesn’t need words; they were just a convention that 
had to be included in a 1945 film. Like “Psycho” (and “Psycho” 
borrows much from Siodmak’s film) “The Spiral Staircase” can be fully 
understood and appreciated with the sound turned completely off. In 
this film, only when the chatter stops can the real storytelling begin.

Every school night, Sunday 
night, and every Tuesday before 
Devotional, people that are 
outside on or near campus hear 
the beautiful music of the BYU 
carillon, more commonly called 
Sthe bells: 2 

Contrary to several schools of 
opinion on campus concerning the 
bells, a tape of someone playing 
bells or chimes is not broadcast 
over speakers, nor does anyone 
stand in front a group of bells of 
chimes and systematically strike 
them in some manner, nor does 
anyone ring giant bells. 

Actually the instrument looks 
like a small organ, with three 
keyboards. Each keyboard has 
five octaves and each has a 
different tone quality. According 
to Jim Edvalson, technical 
supervisor of Electronic Media, 
this is how it works. “The organ 
keyboards are hooked up 
electronically to some plunger 
type devices which strike long 
suspended bars which are tuned to 
a certain frequency. The sound 
from these is picked up by 
magnetic pick-ups located on each 
long bar, and the signal taken 
from these is amplified, mixed, 
and driven through a power 
amplifier to the speakers.” 


The job of playing the carillon 
is shared by a student bearing the 
title of “Bell Master’ and four 
assistants. The assistants are 
Marilyn Halvorsen (sister of the 


Bell Master), Elna Linford, 
Margaret Whitaker, and Tina 
Tansey. 


The current Bell Master is in 
actuality a Bell “Mistress.’’ She is 
Denise Halvorsen, a Senior from 
Berlin East Germany, majoring in 
Music Pedagogy and German. 


The carillon is located in an erie 
setting in the stark concerete, 
generator filled attic, with huge 
windows, of the Eyring Science 
Center. If this were not enough 
the instrument is enclosed in a 
wire mesh cage with a padlock on 
the door. Watching Denise play in 
this area reminds one vaguely of 
the phantom of the Opera, a quite 
different scene than I had 
previously imagined as I listened 
to the music float over the 
campus. 

Working in an environment like 
this can create problems and very 
scarey situations. For instance, 
Denise said that when the 
windows are open the wind whips 
through the room and blows the 
music off the instrument. This can 
be very disturbing when you 
know that all Provo hears the 
music you play. Also she said, 
“there are generators up there 
that make a whirring sound and 
sometimes you can’t hear people 
come up.” She is shocked when 
she glances over her shoulder and 
sees a person standing there that 
hadn’t been there a few seconds 
ago. 

These generators also create 
other problems, Denise said, 
“once when I was alone playing I 
heard a loud clanging sound 
behind me. I literally jumped off 
the bench, trying not to land on 
the keyboard, but discovered that 
it was only one of the generators. 
That sound still continues on a 
regular basis.”

Two years ago Denise 
auditioned for and attained the 
position of an assistant to the Bell 
Master, whose position she now 
holds. She said, “the first time I 
played the bells was a terrifying 
experience! It was two years ago 
and I had practiced on the carillon 
before it was switched on to the 
outside speakers. A friend of mine 
came up to watch me begin but I 
couldn’t bring myself to start the 


switch that turned the instrument 
on to the outside speakers and 
waited for it to warm up. All the 
while my friend was offering me 
words of encouragement such as, 
‘don’t worry you can only hear 
this all over Provo!’ Several times 
I put my hands on the keyboard 
but nervously took them off 
again. But at last my friend, 
standing there watching me in my 
moment of turmoil, grasped my 
hands and arms and forced my 
fingers onto the keys. After that 
initial chord, which was a musical 
theorist’s delight, I knew I could 
not do worse, and I began to play 
my rehearsed program.” 

I had a similar experience one 
evening as I (an ever helpful 
friend) helped Denise out in an 
emergency and played the carillon 
for her while she ran an errand. 
Although I only played for a mere 
five minutes, and despite the fact 
that I only used one finger of one 
hand to play the top line of two 
easy hymns, I found that I was 
stricken with a stomache ache and

Blind law student 


Hitting it from the blind side

A tape recorder, braille writer, 
scattered cassette tapes, and 


_ several books transformed into 


braille cover the long table in the 
small room next to the library at 
the J. Reuben Clark Law School. 
This is where Richard McChesney 
spends much of his time, studying 
somewhat differently than the 
other students at the Law School. 
Twenty-three year old Richard, a 
graduate in Comparative 
Literature from the University of 
California at Irvine, is blind and 
has been since his birth. Coming 
from Granada Hill, California he is 
in his second year at the Law 
School. 

“There are several reasons why I 
wanted to go to Law School,” 
says McChesney. ‘‘When. I 
graduated from college I didn’t 
want to teach. Then I met a man 
with an uncanny ability to 
analyze ideas and concepts. He 
encouraged me to go to Law 
School. In college I took a 
Communications Law class that I 
liked and it got me interested in 
Law. I also liked to read and 
study law cases.” 

McChesney applied to nine or 
ten different Law Schools and was 
accepted at two; one in Anaheim, 
California and the other here in 
Provo. “I decided to come here 
because this is a higher quality law 
Nonmool tian the-.one = in 
California,” says McChesney. 

The blind student explains the 


procedure he goes through to get 
the materials he needs for Law 


School, “Before school starts I® 


have to contact all my professors 
and find out what books I will 
need. Then I write a letter to a 
printing house for the blind in 
Kentucky or in Salt Lake City 
giving them a list of the books I 
need. They tell me where I can get 
those books and then I have to 
send for them myself.” 

Some of the books McChesney 
needs are available on tapes made 
by volunteers. He also has readers 
who help him by reading to him 
in person or by recording on tape 
the material he needs to study. ‘“‘I 
post on the board at the Law 
School that I need readers,’”’ he 
explains. “People contact me and 
then go to the employment office 
on campus and sign up to be a 
reader. They are paid by the 
university and then the State 
Department of. Rehibilitation 


-reimburses the university. There 


are several of the Law Students 
that have come to me asking if 
their wives, who are unable to 
work elsewhere, can read for me. I 
can always use readers.”’ 
McChesney kept the tapes he 
uses sorted out in boxes, having 
certain boxes for tapes on one 
subject and other boxes for tapes 
on other subjects. McChesney has 
several books in braille; one ‘‘The 
Uniform Commercial Code” is 
four hundred pages transformed 
into braille for him by one person. 
Explaining the procedure for his 
classes McChesney says, “I go to 
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the telephone during study 
session at the Law School.

The right man

He looks so stern atop his 
International tractor as he plows 
the snow off the sidewalk, you 
may mistake him for the grim 
reaper. And to turn around and 
see the six-foot blade coming 
towards you is to believe for a 
moment you may be reaped along 
with the snow. 

The fact is, Wendell Mathews 
does not want to harvest you, and 
that is why he may appear so 
stern. It takes concentration and 
constant alertness to plow a walk 
right and at the same time be 
aware of the students all around. 

So he doesn’t have time to smile 
pleasantly at every student he 
passes as he clears the 25 miles of 
campus sidewalks. He’s been at it 
for 18 years now, and has yet to 
hit one person. 


Safety is a major concern of the 
grounds department. They hold 


weekly meetings to discuss safety 
procedures and problems, and 
Mathews himself is aware of the 
effect he and his machine have on 
students—often one of fear, or at 
least excitement. 

Though some may feel he goes 
dangerously fast, he does adjust 
his speed according to the number 
of students about him and the 
condition of the sidewalk. He 
needs the speed, however, because 
the faster he goes, the better the 
snow is thrown off to the side and 
the less he loses his traction. 

According to Mathews, it is the 
students themselves who can do 
much to avoid accidents. Often 
they lose their footing in their 
haste to remove themselves from 
his path, or they tend to jump in 
the wrong direction. For some 
reason, they want to head to the 
side where he is pushing the snow 
off instead of to the other side of 
the walk.
